Assuming the pro&ts of the Bank for the present year to be the same 
as they were tihe, last year, viz: $175,035.61, there would be a deficit 
in the means topay the above appropriations of $88,193 14. This 
deficiency has arisen, not so much from.a diminution of the profits of 
ihe institution, as from the great increase of interest on the Internal: 
Improvement Bonds, which the first year- amounted only to $4,285 62; 
the second year to $32,413 39; the third year to $38,752 04; the 
fourth year 10 $61,207 14; the lastyearto $77,778 96, and the preg- 
ent year will amount to upwards of $85,000, and liable to be in- 
creased by a further issue of Bonds.

METEORIC MASSES. 


In a former reportI have spoken of an interesting mass of meteoric 


iron which fell in Cocke county—I was not then well acquainted with 
all the facts relative to the historv of these meteorites, and having only 


a small quantity at my disposal, I could not analyse but some of the 


d.sintegrations which were produced by. the decomposition of the ex- 
terior of the mass. I have since beeome pro prietor. of a large quantity 
of this meteroite, and have become mere aequainted with ats history. 
It seems that two of these masses fell—the one in Sevier county, ar d 
the other in Cocke county; it appears alse that the quantity of nick} 
in these masses varies in several parts; infact, judgmg from the dis. 
integration formed by atmospheric action upon the mass, there seems fo 
contain some small particles of almost pure nickel, which are exhibited 
amongst the disintegrations in theshape of minute green tufts: for as 
much as I have been able to find ont by proper reagents, these minute 
particles are oxide of nickel, and from these the discrepancies which 
have appeared in this respect, between my analysis and the one of 
Professor Charles Sheppard, and an analysis performed since on all the 
materials which are found in tbe mass, by Professor A. Litton and my- 
self, during last winter, 

In the same report in which I gave a deseription of the Cocke coun- 
ty meteric iron, I enumerated two other masses of meteoric iron, the 


one discovered in DeKalb county, and another in Dickson county. 1. 


am now owner of these two masses—the one of DeKalb eounty, by 
purchase; and I owe the other, discovered in. Dickson county, to the 
kindness of the Hon. Senator Voorheis, of Charlotte—the latter, though 
the smallest of those that are discovered in ‘Tennessee, is certainly the 
most interesting for its shape and ifs structure; and I can now add 1o 
the number of the Tennessee meteoric masses, a fourth which fell in 
Greene county, Tesan., the knowledge of which I owe to my friend, 
Mr. Eastabrook, President of the University of Knoxville, aud the Hon. 
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Judge J. Peck.’ T Ve mass differs iso bon the above Bed 
varieties, All these masses will be agalysed and described by Proles- 
sor Litton and niyself, EH next winter, . 
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Ta aiea to give ap accurate idea of the proportions of the tine. 
aud the silicious strata in the three counties, Davidson, Williamson 
and Maury, l have annexed to this reporta gan, whereon the parts 
where these rocks prevail are éxhibited by different colors. 

I have already observed that there exists some irregularities in the 
succession of ihe strata beiweer the limestone at Nashville and the 
silicious statum forming the elevated parts فد‎ Middle Térnessee 
‘That ia some places itis separated by aluminous slate alone.

In speaking, in one of my preceding reports, of green sand, I ren- 
‘tioned that large beds of this valuable substance cecurred in MeNaisy 
county, where in some places it makes its appearance’ near the surface, 
This substance, which also exis.s in New Jersey and other of the At- 
138116 States, has been used largely for agricultural purposes, particu- 
"Late in Pennsylvania, for more than half a century, and experience hes 
amply tested its utility as an active manure, and this has been theoreti- 
cally verified by Liebe and other ehemical reis, 
According to an analysis made of: the green send of McNairy ceur- 
. ty, Tfound it composed of

sand; the large fossils, es the exogera costata and. gryphæa dilgtata are 
yet enthe, but are in such an altered state that they can be rubbed 
ln powder betweer the fingers. The specimens. used for analysis aike 
were not properly selected, as no use, as yet, is made of this sunstanee 
in Tennessee No excavations have been made in it, and E had these- 
fcre to content myself with parts which had been more er less acted.

«This striking proof of the fertalizing power of the marl. ought to 
encourage those districts not directly within'the tract where some of 
the strata possess the green granules in a-Sensible proportion.

This green sand. exhibits vario is appearances. -Tt is generally in the 
form of smal dark grains of the size of gunpowder, of an ail or 
blackish green color; they are not gritty, and.may be bruised between 
the 80867-03118. These grains are sometimes .merely agglutinated 
without any cement, but are often cemented, together by marl or by 
friable carbonate of- lime, resulting from the decomposition of fossil 
shells, as mentioned above, amd which distinguishes the Tennessee 
mineral fiom that of New/Jersey, in which, according io the analys s 
of Professor Rodgers, no carbonate of-lime occurs. According to 
that gentleman, the New Jersey variety contains also $-small quantity 
of magnesia, in some instances, in the state of Epsom salts, which he 
supposes are sometimes produced by grains of dolomite. This sub- 
stance I did not detect in ite straia of McNairy county. There is a 
great resemblance in the composition of green sand. to that of glass, 
each being principally a compound of silex and patash, ‘The: investi- 
vations of :Liebiz demoastrated the indispensable ‘importance to the: 
growth of many plants, and especially to wheat, of Silex and potasls 
is that state of composition called silicate of potash. He even went 
so far as to: declare the opinion that one of the best. of manures that 


could be applied to a wheat crop would be a solution of glass. In^ 


making this admirable incuetion, he was, apparently, unaware of the 


fact that a natural kind of glass er silicate of potash, under the form of 


green sand had been long spread over the American fields: with the 
most striking advantages to the growth of wheéatanad other crops... 
The effects ef green sand applied as a manure, are strongly sèt forth 
da the following extracis of: Professor H. Di Rodgers’ 1 
> Mr. Woolley manured a piece of land in the proportion of 200 
lea ‘eof good stable manure io the acre, applying upon aa ۶ 


tract of the same soil his green sand in the ratio of ahont 20 loads per ` 
uicit 7 
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tipon th. section which had received the marl-(green sand;) amd there 
was this additional fact greatly in favor of the fossil manure over the 
putrescent one, that the soil was alse entirely free from weeds, while 
the stable manure had renuered its own crap very foul. 

‘“ There can be no doubt that 20 loads of marl per acre must be fe- 
garded as an unnecessary bountiful dressing: but computing the rela- ` 
tive cost of the two manures, when employed in the ratio above stated 
we find a considerable disparity in favor of the green sand. Placing 
the home value of farmyard manure at 100 cents per each two-horse 
1 ad, and that of the marl at 25 cents per load, we have the expense of 
manuring one acre $200; of marling the same $5. 

.“ This being an experiment, an extravagantly large dressing of ma. 
nure was employed, but not exceeding the usua} average application 
more than the 20 loads of marl surpassed what was necessary. 

<“ Experience has already showa that Jand once amply marled retains 
its fertility with little diminution for at least 10 or 12 years, if care be 
had not to crop it too severely ; while with ail practieable precautions 
the stable manure must be renewed at least three ttmes m that interval 
to maintain in the soil a corresponding degree of vigour. 

At the Squankum pits, which are very extensive, the marl (green 
sand) is sold at the rate of 374 cents per load, the purckaseis having to 
digit. It is transported by wagons to & distance, in some Cireetians, .. 
of 20 miles, and retailed, when hauled that far, at the rate of 10, or 
even 12) cents per bushel, being very profitably spread upon the soil 
in the swail proportion of 25 or even 20 bushels to the acre.”— Prof. 
Rodgers. - 

This is eertamly a strong proof of the bigh estimation in which green 
sand is held as a manure by the prudent and thrifty farmers of New Jer- 
sey. ' 

“When it is decomposed by the ordinary processes of laboratory (says ` 
Prof. Booth} only a small quantity of sileca and all the other cons‘itu- 
ents being aissolved, we may regard the oxide of iron, potassa, and al. 
ining as performing the principal functions, assisted by the presence 
of water. Fhe useful action of potash or of «shes in the soil has been 
long acknowledged, and hence, as soov asit was known that the green 
sand contained potassa, its utility was immediately referred to that at, 
kali; latterly, however, the opinion has'gained ground that the protex- 
ide of iron plays an ımportarit part by acting with the organie matter 
an the soil, in a manner resembling the sapouification of oil by potash. 

<“ The ad litioa of much unleached ashes to a soil determines the for- 
mation of salis of potassa, which, being very soluble, are taker up in 
_ *X^ess by growing plants, and produce such luxuriant vegetation as to ` 
cause it, technically speaking, to bura vp.

away in solitary or hapeless misery when relief is at the very doer, 
isis now no longer a question among well-informed medical mea 
whether mental derangement is a disease subject to erdinary medieal 
trealment, or whether it 15 the result of super-natural influence geing 
on the mind, deranging its functions and eausing the exhibition of the 
various indications of mental aberration. The time was wher insan 
ty of all forms and degrees, from whatever cause it may: have proceeded, 
was attributed to satanic agency. The unfortunate individual was con- 
sidered a demoniac, possessed of devils who drove bim at will from 
plate to place, and into all excess of violence and insanity Such 
cases as this, in the opinion of that age, could only be managed by 
supernatural means, assueh charms, incantations, or miraculous interpo- 
sitions; And when-theage of miracles had passed away, the poor 
maniac: was left to- pine away in solitude under the deep depression of 
melancholy, without pity er alleviation, or to roam at large in the 
wilderness, or among the tombs, as his caprice might dictate. 

We do not call in question the doctrine of demoniacal passione:—- 
The New Testament speaks of them as-matters of fact, without expla- 
nation, and we may not rudely question sueh.authority. It is, honey- 
er, ast our province, either to contrevert or to vindicate or explain (hat 
doctrine, or phenomenon, U you choose to call it by that name. We 
only airm that the frequent instances of mental ferangement- which oe- 
cur in our day, are of a very different character, and revue different 
trealmeat. The former beinza supernatural affestion, «ald be conn- 
teracied and controlied only by a siperaatural power of greater ۰ 
The latter being the resail of some t;rezularity in the physical organs, 
mar of course be restored, by resorting to the legitimare action of those 
organs. 

lt is a matter of indifference to our purpose, whether we attribute 
this discovery to this momentous fact, ta the benign influence of owr 
holy religion, whose tendency it is ٥١ elevate the intellectual «s well as- 
the moral condition of man, and thus introduce bhim to. clearer: 
wad deeper views of nature’s laws, orto the march of mind, and the: 
censequent improvement of medical science. The discovery of the: 
fact is the great desideratam with us. And it is a fact beyond all daa, 
pute, that insanity is a disease, subject to ordinary treatment, as simple 
and as uniform, and as successit] too, as any ‘other disease of the hur 、 
mareysiom, when taken in time. The discovery of this fact has open- 
ed a wide and inviting field for the patriot and statesmun, the philan- 
Wrepist and christian; MES 

The apirit of enlightened aad christian patriotism, ns, well as kiod- 
Ress to that unfor‘una e portion of our fellow citizens who are affected 
with iasanity, actuated our Legislature some years ago to make some: 
prevision for them, and by a special act of thar body, it ,ia our duty to 
hey before the realing pa^licthe advantages of the institution they fave 
established, urge uvom all ePiases of the enmmanity who are so udfor- 
Lanate as to have friends bereft of reason, to send them. to the Asylum 
without delay. i ,

be done for the relief of my friend? What can be done? What can

if your friend ig under “your roof,;or within the reach of your ipflu-- 
ence, the remedies provided. by the State are at your command. Doübt- 
less you: feel deeply for the alleviation, of -his condition. “Nose who 
retain {he sensibility of hamag.nature, can look upon the human mind in 
ruins, atid notfeel an instinctive impulse within urging its restoration.— ` 
And the inquiry arises again, What is to be done in the case? Now, 

who ‘can feel a brother’s woe, can witness (re deep and untold sufferings 

of the despairing: melartcholi¢ or the raving maniac, and not inquire, 

with importunity, What can bedone?” We say again, much may be 

done, if attended fo in, season; but after a while, it may be too late. 

Insanity, like other diseases, must. be taken in time, before: the dis- 
eased function is destroyed. The brain is known to be the organ of 
thought, the only medium, or instrament of mental phenomena, conse- 
quently ‘injuries of the brain, or inflamation of that organ, is the cause 
. of mental derangement.’ If. then, the injury done to the brain be not 
removed, op if the inflamation be.permitted to progress till the organ be- 
destroyed, the case must be hopeless. But this-is equally true of all 
other diseases—dysentary; pleurisy and. fever often become incurable 
from neglect, In either disease of the brain, stomach or bowels, if the 
appropriate remedy be seasonably applied, we have good hope of. suc- 
cess. "The evidence of this will be given in the sequel. : 

There are three modes of treatment of theinsane, First—'To Ecen 
the patient at home. There are those who'caunot be induced to send 
their friends fiom home, and entrust to the hands of strangers, one so 
helpless and difficult to manage, one who requires so constant and unti- 
ring attention as the insane. They say that no ties are strong enough 
but ties of blood, ta sustain the individual who undertakes to aceom- 
inodate and control ore bereft of his reason, arid no compensa inn is 
sufficient to remunerate thé nurse of the maniac, but the ‘consciousness 
of having done all that the law of nature required رز‎ we must therefore 
with our own hand provide for him, 1n our own house, and looking up- ' 
on his suffering with our own eyes, and hear his agonizing, cries. We 
desire to sympathise with our friend, and to contnbute with our own 
hand, to his alleviation or-relief, is naturally one of the redeeming qual- 
ilies of the species. - But the inquiry-arises, Can this desire be gratified ` 
most perfectly by keeping my friend at home? ` Shall I keep him at - 
home, imperfectly provided with accommodation, or put myself to great ` 
trouble, cost and anxiety, for many years, and after all, perhaps, fail fo 
provide for him what he most needs, and even deprive him ofthe means 
of cure, and thus‘ entail on him hopeless insanity, en. bis friends a life of 
painful anxiety and sorrow on. his account? These are ingdiries 
to be answered by every one who declines.to send his insane friend 
fom home. NN m l 

There are many obvious reasons against the practice of detaining 
the insane at their own home, Inthe first place, no private family has 
the needful accommodation for them, teither the rooms hor the suitable 
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attendants, not can they procure them but ata great expense, Thig 
may be done. George IIT, King of England, was .treated successfully 
at home. Bat it will be remembered that his physician had the resour. 
ces of the kingdom at his command, and be ordered an entire change 
of attendants, and of furniture and apartments, causing every thing to 
exhibita new and cheerful appearance, resembling a different habita. 
tion. This wasequivalent to a visit from home; or to treatment in the 
most pétfect Asylum built for the accommodation of the insane. - 

In ordinary cases, if the insane are treated at home, they are kept in 
an apartment provided for them, either confined or guarded?by some 
one, perhaps not at all suited for this delicate and painful duty ; or if 
the patient be not dangerous to the family, he is permitted to go it 
large, and live among the children and servants as a harmless animal, 

. The plan of home treatment has been tried most effectually under the 
most favorable circumstances, In Kentucky, it has been tried for many 
years, under the inspection of committees appointed for the purpose; 
and under the watchful eye of relations ; and the result has been a total 
failure ot any good results. It has also been tried in our own State 
and elsewhere with similar ill success ; during these experiments, many 
of those who might in all probability have been restored to health and 
the use of reason, and to the enjoyment of friends, are now either ra. 
ving maniacs, or doomed to irretrievable imbecility. The testimony of 
physicians whose professions lead them to investigate tbe causes and 
cure of diseases, whose practice has required them to treat the insane, 
and to nete the operation of surrounding circumstances on the patient, 
is uniform; and they with one voice say, that home is not the place for 
the successful treatment of the insane. E 

There is a second reason why home is net the best place for the suc- 
cessful treatment of the insane. Home has often been the cause of the 
disease ; a violation of some of those domestic obligations which make 
home desirable; an undue exercise of some of the stronger propensi- 

ties of nature; the fear of coming to want, unrequited love, neglect, 
‘loss of property, of reputation, disappointed ambition, may all tend 
to unhinge the mind, and to feed a morbid sensibility of the feeble o' 
irresolute. In all cases where home is either the cause or oceaston of 
insanity, the patient must be removed from home, or restoration is im- 

ossible, KEitherremove the patient from home, or as in the case of 
George III. of England, remove the home from the patient. 

"Why it is that most insane persons feel and cherish a deep and abid- 
ing hatred for some of their nearest relations and dearest friends, isa 
fact which none can satisfactorily account for; yetit is a fact, a strange 
fact in the history of the human mind.’ The once confiding wife be- 
lieves her husband arméd against her; the fond and doting mother, 
conceives a mortal hatred against her innocent babe; she considers those 
who seek her ease and accommodation to be conspiring against her 
life. Mistrust, suspicion, perverted affection, appear to be the chief 
elements if not the very essence of insanity. And what is most re- 
markable is, that it should be directed against tried friends, and the | 
nearest aad dearest relations: for this reason they should be removed | 
from home, that a new train of circumstances, different objects of vis- ' 
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ion, of sound atid desire, may induce à Trew and different train of asso: 
ciations and of thought, and ‘by this may. reclaim the alienated. affec- 
| tions and restore the-equilibrium of the mind. - : 1 
There are, however, cases of partial derangement, Which require a 
different treatment; we mean such as are, predisposed to melancholy 
| and the monomaninc. In the former-condition the patient is generaHy 
| much attached to home and frichds, and consequently greatly oppesed 
to beittg remeved from them. In Such cases, there is pethaps some 
| danger to the patient if he is removed contrary to his consent. The 
very fact that his friends show such anxiety for him as to constrain’ 
| ‘him to leave his home and take up his residence among those who are 
not in their right ‘mind, and: to place him under the same treatment, 
| will increase his distrust of himself, and strengthen his conviction that 
| all is not right tn his own mind, This will deepen his gloom, and in 
| all human probability dethrone reason. In-reference to the monomani- 
| a, the danger is equally great for the.very same reasons.- By brng- , 
| ing the mind which is partially deranged, in daily contact with theim 
| sane, you run imminent hazard of depriving the mind of reason and in- 
| ducing confirmed derangement. MONS. WK ۱ 
| With these exceptions, the testimony of the faculty and all experi- 
| ence are against the practice of treating the insane et home. The re- 
| port of Hospitals, both in Europe and America, agree in this, that the 
| patient should be removed from former scénes and pursuits. ۱ 
| — Esquirol advises that the insane be removed from their own homme for 
| the five following reasons : LS ai us ۳ یه‎ 
First—For their security, and that of theirfamily, and for the main- 
tenance of public order, Second — To remove them from external cir- 
cumstances which may have produced their disorder, - and may be 
| likely to perpetuate it. 1170-۱0 overcome their: resistance to the 
curative remedies. Fourth—To subject them to regimen appropriate | 
| to their situation. Fifth—-To cause them to resume their intellectual 
| habits. These reasons appear sufficiently obvious to force conviction 
on every reflecting mind, without any comment from us. How defence- 
| less is the poor wandering lunatic! How exposed to cold and heat, 
to suffering and death! and are the familiesin which he resides expos- 
ed to still greater danger. A trivial circumstance may in a moment 
| produce a paroxism of frenzy, and the consequencemay be the sudden 
| and violent death of one or more of the family. If such should be the 
| unhappy result of the determination to keep the insane at home, who 
can estimate the feelings of regret and sélf-reproach they will’ experi. 
ence who detained him | eg OE 
| If the derangement of the individual has arisen from any domestic - 
calamity, the loss of property, the death or alienation of friends, or 
| undue anxiety for.their future maintenance, and if the determination to 
| keep him at home should result ibis incurable. insanity, this-misjudg- ， 
ed kindness will deprive the unfortunate individual of thé ` greatest 
earthly blessing, and at the same time bring upon his misguided friends, 
as well as himself, the most insupportable calamity.. Besides, there is 
, generally an unyielding opposition in the mind of the insane against all 
Curative remedies. Then, on the supposition that they are kept at

all circumstances, or you ren, the-risk of souring his passions, aad thus 


jucreasing his disorder. The effort to control him tor his own good 
ia perverted, and the very thing which you aim to prevent him from 
doing, is done with more determination than before. All the en. 
dearments. and controlling influences of home and fiiends cannot pre- 


vent it. - 

The author quoted above (Esquirol) observes, the sezsibility of the 
insane is perverted. They no longer have any relations with the ۰ 
ternal wo "d, but those of a disordered and consequently of a painful 
kind. Every thing irritates them, distracts them, and excites their 
aversion. In constant opposition to all that surrounds them, they soon 
persuade themselves that all persons are combined to injure him 3 and 
neither understanding what 15 said, nor being able to comprehend the 
reasonings that are addressed to them, they misinterpret the most af- 
fectionate expressions, and the wisest counsels; they mistake.the most 
candid, serious and tender Janguage, for insults, irony. and provocation, 
and the most attentive kincness for contradiction, The regimen and 
prolíbitions which are called for in their situation, and to which their 
attendants wish 1o.subject them, appear to them cruel persecution. - 

If this isa, true picture of the insane (and who will deny that it is?) 
how is it possible for the fortitude of the tenderest friends to persevere 
in the treatment which the disease demands? 

re ft is. considered. by all (says the same author) eminent 7 7 
ers who are best acquainted with the management of the insane, that 
the first element in their moral treatment is their removal from acquain- 
tances and former associations, One prominent advantage in such remo- 
val is the promotion of the second element of their treatment, that of 
withdrawing the mind from itshallucination, and attracting it into a new 
current of thought.

If any further medicalauihority were necessary to show that home

There is due the institution for beard, trom sundry individuals, six 
hundred and thirty six dollars and sixty-four cents, which is hearly all 
owing by solvent persons, and which will be collected. Those debts 
originated by persons paying for the first six months, in advance, -and 
afterwards neglecting to pay; and the patients being in the Asylum, the 
Trustees could not with propri ety turn them loose on the ۰ 

The Asylum is indebted to sundry individuals, (about three. hun- 
dred dollars, for articles furnished, and accounts net rendered, and 
which is not included in the above. . 

The Penitentiary acceunt of $800, included above, remained unpaid 
at the time the new board came in office, and was created by the old 
board. This account was for furniture, iron work, and sundry articles 
furnished, and which was paid by the present board. 

The treasurer, on the 24th of August last, s ttl d his account with 
the Comptroller, showing vouchers for moneys received by him up to 
this time, $8,259 04. Also, for moneys paid out, $6,695. 85, leaving 
a balance in the hands of the Treasurer, of $1,563 15; which amounis 
have since been changed by moneys received and paid out.

against the State for River Bonds, under the act of 1837-8, and for 
other purposes,” the bonds isSued for the improvement.of the rivers in 
these two divisions of the State, have: been cancelled and: burat; but 
the hundred thousand. dollars, issued atthe same time, for the improve- 
ment of the rivers in the Middle Division of the State,- remain upon 
deposite in the Bank. These bonds all bear an interest of five per cent. 
The Commissioners deem it their duty to call the attention of the 
General Assembly to this subject, and to recommend that an act be 
passed requiring them, also, to be eancelled and burnt. . . 

It is a question, in the’ opinion of the commissioners, that deserves

Pursuant to the Resolutions passed by the General. Assembly of the 
State aforesaid, at Nashville, on the 13th day of November, 1843, ap- 
pointing Benjamin Totten, John W. Needham, and William W, Sears 
cy as Commissioners to investigate the Branch Bank of Tennessee at

To the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee, now in session: : 
~ The undersigned, two of the Commissioners appointed hy a Resolution of the 
12th November 1843, to investigate the condition of the Branch of the Bank of 
Tennessee at Shelbyville, convened according to previous appointment, at the 
banking house in Shelbyville, on Monday the 27th day of November, 1848, for 
the purpose of proceeding in said investigation.— Having corresponded with Col. 
Fulton, we bave received on that morning a letter from him, informing us that 
he had declined accepting the appointment, and having no information in regard 
to the appointment of another person in his place, we deemed it advisable to 
proceed with the investigaticn; which we accordingly did, after being first duly 
sworn before William Galbreath, Esq., a Justice of the Peace of said county ot 
Bedford, as directed by said Resolution, a probate of which is herewith filed, and 
now submit to the General Assembly the following as the result of our investiga- 
tion. 

See Schedules from No. 1 to No. 11, inclusive, which we submit as containing 
all the information sought for by the Resolution and its various specifications. 

In the making out a Schedule of the Notes and bills under discount and 
of the suspended debt, according to the 4th and 5th specifications, we considered 
it unnecessary, where we were satisfied that the debt was ''good," to comply 
with the literal divections of these specifications; to have done so, would have 
required more labor than could have been bestowed upon the investigation, so. 
as to have made a Report in any reasonable time. We suppose that it-was the 
desire and intention of the General Assembly to ascertain the character of the 
debis, a£. this time, whether “good, bad or doubtful." If good, it was unimportant 
whether the endorsers had been changed from the “original” to the one now un- 
der discount. If bad or doubtful, then we considered it necessary to look behind 
the present note for the purpose of ascertaining whethera good endorser had 
been released, and a bador doubtful one substituted in his place. In this way 
we supposed we would best conform to the spirit of the Resolution, and the ob- 
jeet and intention of the Legislature, and enable us to report to the present Gen- 
eral Assembly 0) w in session. 

This construction of the 4th and 5th specifications was strengthened by lhe 
phraseology ot the 8th specification, in which we are directed to furnish 6 
: amount due from other Banks, and character of such debts, whether good, doubt- 
ful or bad; if doubtful or bad, when were such debts created, and under what 
circumstances." Here the Legislature don’t deem it of importance to know 
under what circumstances the debt was created, if “good” at present. And, al- 
though a portion of those marked by usas good, may turn out to be otherwise, ` 
we assure the General Assombly that we had the most satisfactory evidence be- 
fcre us to authorise the conclusion,to which we arrived.and to justify the remarks 
made by us opposite to each, debt. 4 

We issued subpæas for the Directors and other persons, out of Bedford county, 
and ia cbedience thereto, Mr. Benjamin Deckerd, the Director for Franklin 
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ounty, Mr. John'Hickerson, the Director for Coffee, Mr. McLean. the. Director 
fo: Marshall, Mr. Thomas G. Wood, Clerk of Cannon Cireuit Court, attended 
and were examined op oath, as were also the President of the Bank, Dr. Lips - 
comb, Mr. Jett and other directors, and the Cashier and. clerk, Mr. Carty, the 
Commissioner for Lincoln, appoiptedin the place of Col. Fulton, having been. 


absent from home, did not receive his Commission. until Friday the Ist day ef 


December, and did notarrive here until yesterday. His long and exfensive ae - 
quaintance with the people of his county, enabled him to give the character of 
the debts there. We issued asubpena for the Clerk and Sheriff of Lincoln, and 
for General Moore, the Director, but neither of ther attanded—the latter was 
prebably not summoned.—Mr. McLean, the. Sheriff of Coffee county, was alsQ 
sworn and examined as witness. Inaddition to this, the Commissioner for 
Franklin county, was enabled, from his personal acquaintance with the debtors 
in the counues of Franklin, Coffee and Eincaln, to confirm the evidence of the 
witnesses as to a great portion of the debts in those counties. In like manner, 
the general acquaintance of the Commissioner for Bedford, enabled him to con- 
firm the evidence in regard to the debtors in that county,and many of those re- 
siding in other counties. 2 


We were informed by the officers of the Bank, that no State bonds have been 
purehased or discounted. ' 

We also examined them in relation to the 18th specification, and they testified 
that interest had not been at any time paid to individuals for desposites in bank. 
That no person had been peruitted to over-check. In a few instances, persons, 
having large running accounts with the Bank, have been paid on their checks, 
heyond: the amount of their desposites—whenever this occurred, it was by acci- ` 
dent, and corrected as soon as the error was discovered. The amount thus drawn: 
by over-checking, in each instance, was very small, and as it was not done by: 
permission, we have deemed ıt unnecessary to be more specific. 

The books ofthe Bank, and the Schedules accompanying the Report show, 
that a portion of the Directors are indebted and liableas endorsers, to a larger. 
amount than the maximum fixed by the Act passed at the called session of 1842; 
entitled **An Act to amend the character of the Bank of Tennessee, and for other 
purposes." (Vide Sess. Acts, Chap.8, page 24.) Onthis subject we have 
also examined the officers of the Bank, who testified, that the debts and liabili- 
ties of the directors were created before the passage of the above-mentioned act, 
and that thenotes now under discount were given in renewal of the old notes. 

A vailing ourselves of the request made by the General Assembly in the 20th 
specification, to impart “any information or suggertion which the board might - 
deem ofimportance to be known to the General ^ Assembly and the people," 
altho’ perhaps not strictly within the letter of the request, they would respectful- 
ly suggest that they cannot perceive any necessity in the ordinary business of the 
Dank, such as discounting accommodation notes, to pursue the “Law Merchant? 
by making demand of payment, and giving notice to the endorsers of non-pay- 
ment. A majority of the Commissioners are of opinion thatitis, in the first 
place, an unnessary expense; andin the second is wholly useless, so far as the 
interest of the endorsers is concerned. There are, as we believe, but few in- 
stances where the drawer and endorsers do not reside in the same county; gener- 
ally in the same neighborhood, and in our opinion, all the parties should be re- 
quired to take notice that payment had not been made, withont the formality of 
protest and actual notice thereof to the endorsers. It is not unfrequent that an 
endorser is charged-by some little ‘slip’ in giving noire. A mistake in the 
day, in the names, in the Post Office tofwhich the notice js sent, will be fatal. And 
in no case can judgment be obtained against an endorser, unless the law has been 
strictly complied with. The law of the case, is said to be the justice. of the case. 
At any rate, the Commissioners are unanimously of the opinion that notice to 
the endorsers, transmitted through the post-office, should be deemed sufficient 
in all cases, without reference to the county in which the parties reside; and in- 
stead of addressing the notice to the post-office nearest the party’s residence, no- 
tice sent to the post-office in the county-town, (orat the Court-House, ) should 
be deemed sufficient. The law at present requires personal notice to be given 
to the endorsers residing in the county where the note Is payeble; €1 Yerger ۱

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168) which subjects the Bank, as we believe, to a considerable unnecessary ex- 
pense. Inthis Bank District, composed of the counties of Lincoln, Marshall, 
Bedford, Franklin, Coffee and Cannon, there are 41 or 44 post offices, and it is 
o:ten difficult to determine which is the proper office to address the notice to. 

The capital stock of the Bank belongs to the people, and should be secured by 
all tke guards that could be thrown around it, Corporations and Banks are 
rather in bad odour witha portion of the people; even with those who have 
sought and receivedtheir favors. The old maxim that **corporations have no 
30017 is considered by them as true, and acted upon accordingly. Ifa debtor 
has other creditors, and is unable to pay all, or is about to fail,” he 1s sure to 
prefer his individual creditors by paying the first, which he has an undoubted 
right to do; or by conveying his property in trust or in mortgage to secure them, 
tothe exclusion ofthe Bank which must be content with the “gleanings.” 
Would it not be bstter to provide by lay that all deeds of trust and mortgages 
oy by a debtorof all, or of his property generally, for the benefit of all, pro 
veta? 

We cannot conclude our report without bespeaking for the officers of the Bank 
the favorable consideration ofthe General Assembly, and the publie at large, 
for the faithful manner in which, in our opinion, they have discharged their 
highly responsible and laborious duties. We have endeavored to make the in- 
‘vestigation as searching as possible, and examined them severally on oath. They 
have promptly answered all the interrogatories propounded to them, and if there 
has been any dereliction of duty on the part of any one of them, we have not 
been able to detect it. No imputation has been made against them, or either of 
them; nor have we heard even a whisper out of doors to their prejudice. The 
same may be said in regard to the Dureclors, collectively and individually.— 
We have no hesitation in saying, that the Bank has been well managed, and is 
at present in a prosperous and healthy condition. See Recapitulation below. ,

VY e have also found it to be very d@ ficult to ascertain 
the dates of ju&zements and executions and the returnsoz the executions, as the 
Bank has no books to shew these facis. We had to obtain our information from 
the different Bonk atiornies, and haye failed m geting reports from some of 
them. ‘nose debts which we were nnacquainted with, and could obtain no 
refiab'e information, we have ountted giving their character. We also had 
great trouble ana difficulty in tracing many ofthe gotes through their various 
changes and renewals. ‘This branch of ouringuiry took „more time and trouble 
than bhe whole balance of the labor assigned us, and from the notes we were 
utterly unable to trace correctly, and some could not trace at all, owing to the 


„ many changes and conschdations in said notes. We oinitted giving the renew- 


als and different chanyes upon'the notes on hand, because it would have taken 
us at least eight or ten days longer, as we had some experience upon taat head 
in making out a list ai the suspended debt, but believe we have such infosmation 
as is necessary fr all useful. purposes. he undersigned would further state,

The undersigned Commissioners, appointed by the, General 7. 
ly of the State of Tennessee to investigate the condition of the Braneh 
Bank of Tennessee at Sparta, respectfally submit the following re- 
ort: 
i The Commissioners assembled at the Banking-house in Sparta on 
Monday the 27th Nov., 1843, and after being duly qualified by William 
H. Mears, a Justice of the Peace for White county, proceeded 1mme-

A small 
amount in the way of incidental or curreut expenses might thereby be saved, 
while the amount ef loss from bad debts would be greatly increased. 8 
not unfrequently said, that if the branches were withdrawn, a large proportion 
of the Joans on accommodation paper could be called in and invested in bills of 
exchange, and that a jareer amount of profits would thereby be realized.— 
This, perhaps, to a smali extent may be so, yet the undersigned think it very 
doubtful. That bills of exehange, when drawn against real commercial trane- 
actions, or the shipments of produee from the country, are more profitable 
sources of investment than accommodation paper, is a position whieh they are 
by no means disposed to deny, but when pushed beyond the legitimate wants 
of commerre, they ace the most fruitlul source for the creation of bad debts 
and loss to banks, which they ever experience, ‘Fhe amount of capital now in. 
the Banks at Nashville, is no doubt more than sufficient for the commercial 
wants of the place. No diffieuliy. it is believed, is now encountered there in 
getting all bills cashed that are made by responsible drawers, well endorsed, 
and which tt is believed will be promptly pud. ‘The rate of inte set, including 
the trouble of transmitting anc collecting. being greater on bills of exchange 
than on notes diseounted, causes the former, not unfrequently, to be taken with 
avidity by the banks, while tne latter are refused; and it often happens that men 
are compelied to draw bills, in order to raise monev, who neither have nor ex- 
pect to have anv fands at the place on wich the bills are drawn to meet them 
‘with, and if paid, it چو‎ only be done by the bill drawer purchasing and re- 
mitinga check, for which he is again eompelled to pay a premium, perhaps 
by the very bank to which he had sold the bill at a discount. In such cases, 


the purchasing af the bill and the selling of the check is a mere device, to 


Pover usury, and experience proves, that but few men submit to that, for any 
lensth of time, without falling. But little doubt is entertained by the under- 
Rigned, that the large amount af suspended and bad debt, now held by some of 
the banks in Nashville, was created in this way. They think they hazard 
nething iıı saying, that no bank in that place has, from the commencement to. 
the present time, made an annual average profit of five per cent, and preserved 
ifs capital, unless the peculiar situation of the Bank of Tennessee, to which 
they have heretofore adverted and which was only remporary, should have en- 
abled her to exceed that sum. ‘hese are some of the reasons whieh induced 
the undersigned to believe, that the profits of the Bank would not be increased 
by the withdrawal of the Branehes; many others might be given, not the least 
of which would be the want of eorrect information as to the solveney of indi. 
viduals applying for accommodations from the remote counties. The immense
